Law Repealed 
In Louisiana 


ston Rouge, La. —(NC)— A 
uit to repeal “right to work” legis- 
lation enacted in 1954 has passed 
the Louisiana Senate by a 21-18 
vote. The Dill had earlier been 
passed by the House. 

The measure went to Governor 
Farl K. Long, who said he would 
sign it.
